Four of five starters are back from last year's club 
which compiled a 10-15 mark.

Injuries wrecked the 
club. 

Things are more promising with the arrival of the 
best set of freshmen players LoBalbo has had in his six 
years at FDU. 

Two of the yearlings, 6-4 forward Jay Jorgensen and 
5-11 guard Seth Greenberg, have excellent shots at 
earning starting berths.
